Lear Brethren: 
In the midst of troublous and distressful times, we are 
gathered, a little band of the King’s ministers, to counsel, 
resolve, and arrange for doing the King’s business.

Church has been called the scaffolding of that Kingdom.

ingly. The builders of the Church and Kingdom must also 
understand both their work and their surroundings. An able 
minister, and, indeed, any true and helpful member of the 
Church, needs to understand, frs/, the Word of God; second, 
his own heart; and ¢hird,

‘in which he lives. 


The ancient King of the Medes and Persians, Ahasuerus, 


took counsel of the “ wise men who knew the times.””’ Among 


the valiant men who helped David to build his kingdom were 
‘‘the children of Issachar, men that had understanding of the 
times, to know what Israel ought todo.” The Son and Lord 
of David rebuked those who could discern the face of the sky, 
but understood not the signs of the times.

UNREST AND DANGER. 


The theoretical skepticism and materialism of recent years are 
being put into practice. The idea that this enlightened age 


_ has outgrown the old Bible doctrines is being logically carned 


out. The preaching of external reforms, empty morals, econ- 
omics, and politics, instead of the old Gospel of Sin and Salva- 
tion, is bearing fruit. Hence the reign of supreme selfishness 


-among all classes. Confidence between man and man is 
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almost gone. Capital is timid and heartless. Labor is bitter, 


lawless, and threatening. The tyranny of the latter is no less 


sinful and dangerous than that of the former. Old-fashioned 


respect and obedience to authority, law, and order seem to be 
vanishing from our land. 


We still beneve that there is but 
| One REMEDY, | 
safe, sure, and ultimately successful. It is the old Gospel of — 


_ Christ. The Gospel in its fullness, clearness, and directness,— 


this alone can cure the ills that afflict humanity. It renews 
the heart and so purifies the life. It makes the tree good 
and thus gets the fruit good. Our Church still has implicit 
and unbounded faith in the Written and Sacramental Word. 


By and through it she expects to carry on the Master’s work. 


And it really begins to look more and more as though on 
our Church would rest the principal part of the burden. Our 
Church formerly was distinguished from others by holding 
and teaching certain doctrines of ‘the Gospel differently from 
them. But it really seems as though in the future we are to 
be distinctive also in being more and more alone in believing 
and preaching the Gospel, the whole Gospel, and nothing but 
the Gospel. And this drifting of the other so-called Evangel- 
ical denominations towards liberalism and rationalism makes 


it all the more important that our Church should preach 


THE GOSPEL IN ENGLISH, 


and this again makes our Synod so important in this great 


Northwest. As the ome Lutheran body in these vast regions 
that preaches the precious old faith only in the language of 
this land, surely our mission is one of vast importance. It is 
ours to lift up the banner of the ancient and apostolic faith in 
the midst of the unbelief, doubt, and error around us. And 
who knows but that we have come to the Kingdom for such 
a time as this?

In our pastoral work, in the 
Sunday-school and Catechetical class we must seek and win 
boys and youths for this service. We must lay the burden 
on the mothers of the Church, that, like Hannah, they may 
consecrate their sons to the Service of the Sanctuary. 

And this brings us to notice again our 


CuIcaGoO THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 


This young institution continues to enjoy the increasing 
favor of God. A child of Prayer and of Providence, we 
believe that it is destined, under God, to be a mighty instru- 
mentality in solving both the vexed language question and 
the question of an increased and efficient ministry for the 
West. This Seminary, like our Synod, is ready to assist all 
Lutherans, regardless of nationality or Synod. It receives 
and educates students, and sends them back to labor in the 
Synodical bodies from which they come. Surely this hope- 
ful School of the Prophets, so big with promise for our dear 
Church, should be ever kept before our Congregations, and 
should constantly evoke a larger share of the interest, the 
prayers, the sons, and the benefactions of our people. 

In this connection we would also call attention to another 
important institution. It is situated on the territory of our 
Synod, and is presided over by a Rector who now becomes a 
member of this body. We refer to the 


MILWAUKEE HosPITAL AND DEACONESS MOTHERHOUSE. 


Here the suffering are ministered to in the name and spirit 
of Christ. While the body is relieved and cared for, the soul © 
is not forgotten. Every effort is made that the heart be 
made whole and strong by the Great Physician. 

Here also Christian girls and young women are trained © 
to become Deaconesses. It was the Lutheran Church that 
revived this ancient and Apostolic service. The Deaconess 
work is to play an important part in the development of our 
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' Church in our land. For this holy service the consecrated 
daughters of Zion are needed, even as her sons are needed 
for the ministry. From this quarter also comes the cry for 
more laborers. Here a great and effectual door is opened 
for us. The women of our day are clamoring for wider 
- fields of usefulness and activity. Here is a field for them. 
But the ministry must call their attention to it and be ready 
to direct and assist them into this work. 

Another movement that demands attention and en- 
couragement at our hands is the 


LEAGUE. 


This recent movement has rapidly spread from the East to 


the West. Doubtless it also has come to the Kingdom for a 
special mission. In the youth lies the hope of the Church. 
If the ardor and fervor of our well-trained youth can be 
properly enlisted and directed, great things may be accom, 
plished in the Church. Wein the West need the enthusi- 
astic support of our youth. Out of these. Leagues we may 
draw our Church and Sunday-school workers, recruits for the 
‘ministry and for the Deaconess work. Cannot our Synod take 
_such action as may result in a League in each Congregation 
and afterwards in Central and State Leagues, which latter 
may, by and by, form a National League ? 
Your President attended the late Convention of

_ This, doubtless, was one of the most important Conventions 
| ever held by that body. 

The belated Quarto-centennial was duly celebrated with 
interesting addresses and services. The relation of our 
English Mission Work in the West to the Augustana Synod 
was discussed in a most fraternal spirit, in all its bearings, and 
a satisfactory basis was unaminously agreed upon... With the 
exception of one speech, a// the proceedings were conducted 
in English.

As usual, your President also did much traveling as gen- 
eral assistant to Lutherans of other nationalities and Synods, 
assisting them at corner-stone layings, dedications, and other 
special services. He also visited a number of their Confer- 
ences and educational institutions, and addressed their 
students. Your President believes that it is the duty of every 
English Lutheran Missionary to be thus helpful to all his

3. That while we mourn with heartfelt sorrow the loss of 
our most beloved and honored brother in Christ, and while :

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as dying with his well-worn armor on, as lying down to peace- 
ful slumber weary with duty faithfully performed and then

4. That we will cherish with warmest affection the mem-. 
ory of this loved and faithful servant of God, and that the 
banner of truth which this fallen standard- bearer held aloft 
shall be upheld by us while God gives us strength so to do, 
with firm hands and staunch, unyielding hearts. 

5. That we tender to the bereaved families our heartiest 
sympathies i in their overwhelming sorrow, and assure them of 
our earnest prayers, which they so much need in this hour of 
deep affliction.

The Milwaukee Hospital, founded by the eee W. A. 
Passavant, D. D., completed its thirty-first year on the last 
day of December, 1893. 

- Though the past year was in many respects one of the 
most trying in the history of the Hospital, inasmuch as under 
the general financial and industrial depression, its resources 
were taxed to the utmost to provide for the largely increased 
number of free patients, we yet record with devout gratitude 
that the Giver of every good and perfect gift was always near 
to help in time of need. 

The records of the Hospital show that during 1893 the 
total number of patients under treatment, including, those 
remaining over from 1892, was 410. Of these 267 were dis- 
charged as cured, 56 improved, 16 not improved, 2 deemed 
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incurable, 40 died, and 31 remained in the Hospital January 
1, 1894. The nationality of the patients was as follows: 
Born in America, 196; in Germany, 145; in Canada, 15; in 
England, 15; in Ireland, 10; in Sweden, 5; in Norway, 3; 
in Russia, 3; in Denmark, 4; in Austria, 4; in Finland, 2; 
in Poland, 2; in Switzerland, 2; in Bohemia, 2; in Scotland, 
1; and in Holland, 1. 217 were Protestants, 103 Roman 


Catholics, 14 Jews, and 22 without any religious belief or 
connection. 


During the past year the Staff of the Hospital consisted of 
twelve well-known physicians and surgeons of the city of 
Milwaukee. Appreciating the facilities afforded by the Hos- 
pital for the care and nursing of their patients, no less than 
forty-one physicians from the city and six from the country 
brought patients to the Hospital and attended to them while 
there. Considerably more than half the number of patients 
were surgical cases, many of which required operations of 
extreme difficulty ; and it is especially gratifying that so large 
a number of patients, both surgical and medical, could be 
discharged either as cured or permanently improved. 


The Hospital is under the care and management of the _ 


Institution of Protestant Deaconesses. Last July the under- 
signed received a call from said Association to become the 
Chaplain of the Hospital, and Rector of the Deaconess 


Motherhouse maintained in connection with it. The call — 


was accepted only after Providence had indicated what 
seemed to be the line of duty in the case. The act of instal- 
lation, performed by the Rev. Dr. Passavant, took place in the 
chapel of the Hospital, October 29, and since then the duties 
pertaining to both — have been discharged without in- 
terruption. 


The Sisterhood belonging to this Motherhouse, including 


probationers, now numbers fifteen. Of this number eleven are 


stationed here, one consecrated sister and two probationers 
in the Infirmary at Pittsburgh, Pa., and one consecrated sister

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DEACONESSES AND THEIR WORK 


By the REv. J. F. OHL, Mus. D., 
_ Rector of the Deaconess Motherhouse, Milwaukee Hospital. 


Our Lord’s ministry among men had a two-fold charac- 
ter. It was both a ministry of the Word and a ministry of — 
mercy. He preached the Gospel of the Kingdom, that men © 
might believe and be saved; and at the same time healed 
the sick, fed the hungry, comforted the sorrowing, and did 
good unto the bodies as well as the souls of men wherever 
He went. 

From the very beginning the Church has likewise exer- 
cised this two-fold ministry. At first both forms were com- 
bined in the Apostolate. But as the number of believers 
increased, and a more efficient administration of the congre- 
gation’s affairs became a‘ matter of prime necessity, so that 
in the dispensing of the daily charities none might be neg- 
lected, ‘‘ the twelve called the multitude of the disciples unto 
them and said: It is not reason that we should leave the 
Word of God and serve tables. Wherefore, brethren, look 
ye out among you seven men of honest report, full of the 
Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom we may appoint over this 
business. But we will give ourselves continually to prayer, 
and to the ministry of the Word.” At once the disciples 
chose seven devout men “whom they set before the Apos- 


tles;” and these, “when they had prayed, laid their hands 


on them.” Acts vi. 
Here, then, was the first division of functions in the 
Christian Church. To enable the Apostles to give them- 


selves entirely to the diakonia or ministry of the Word, a 


new office was created, altogether original and unique, to 

which were transferred all those duties of which the Apos- 

tles, as ministers of the Word, found it necessary to divest 

themselves. The office thus created was the Diaconate, and 
| 50 
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the seven ’”’ ordained by the Apostles to discharge its func- 


tions were the first deacons. ‘Their duties were, primarily, to 


minister to the poor and sick, and to watch over the f/empo- 
ral affairs of the congregation, and secondarily, to assist in 
the ministry of the Word whenever necessity demanded.* 
The first deacons were all men. But, following the law 
of development, it soon became necessary, as new needs 
constantly presented themselves, to make still further provis- 
ion for the more complete and systematic exercise of char- 
ity. “The strict seclusion of the female sex in Greece and in 
some Oriental countries necessarily debarred them from the 
ministrations of men; and to meet the want thus felt it was 
found necessary at an early date to admit women to the di- 
aconate.” + But a few years after the record in Acts vi, 
Paul, in his Epistle to the Romans, already speaks of Phebe 
as * a servant,” Gr. ousan diakonon (the masculine noun with 
the feminine participle), 7. ¢, a woman deacon, a deaconess 
‘‘of the church which ts at Cenchrea.” In the Early Fathers 
and the Apostolic Constitutions the word aiakonos is fre- 
quently used in the same way, the feminine article or a 
feminine adjective indicating that women deacons are meant. 


The Constitutions also give explicit directions how and for ~ 


what purpose such women deacons were to be chosen, and“ 
contain the beautiful prayer of ordination in use to this day. 

Thus, then, we find that the Church from the beginning 
had a female as well as a male diaconate as a part of its 
congregational organization. All the evidence in the case 
goes to show, that it was an established and recognized office 
in the Church ; that it spread everywhere with the extension 
of the Church; that the women deacons had the same ser- 
vices to perform as the male deacons, except that they 
devoted themselves chiefly to their own sex, and did not 
preach and baptize; that much the same qualifications 
were required of them as of the male deacons; and that 
probably already in the days of the Apostles, and certainly 
at, a period but little later, they were set apart to the office, 
as the male deacons, by prayer and the imposition of

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this century there were forty deaconesses at work in the one 
large congregation of Chrysostom at Constantinople, among 
them the noble Olympias. But as the faith began to de- 
cline; as the holy love which consumed the first Christians 
by degrees waxed cold; as hierarchical principles and the 
doctrine of merit by good works more and more gained the 
ascendency, the diaconate in its primitive biblical and apos- 
tolical sense and intention likewise began to decay. By and 
by the male deacons served only as assistants to the priest at 
the altar; and by the ninth century in the Church of the 
West, and the thirteenth century in the Church of the East, 

the female diaconate had practically disappeared, and in 
place of deaconesses we find nuns. 

It was the Reformation that laid the foundation and pre- 
pared the way for the modern revival of the female diaco- 
nate. - The restoration of the doctrine of justification by faith 
alone, beside liberating souls from the delusion of work- 
righteousness, likewise again put upon its right scriptural 
basis the work of mercy as the fruit of a living faith, the 
outward expression of the faith that worketh by love! Nev- 
ertheless, the Reformation itself accomplished but little in 
this field beyond laying down the right principles. The 
religious wars growing out of the Reformatory movement, 
especially the Thirty Years’ War, the union of Church and 
State, the period of dead orthodoxy, and finally Rationalism, 
were all unfavorable to the development of the Church’s 
benevolent activities; and not until this century did these 
activities assume a well-organized form upon the Gospel 
principles enunciated by the Reformers. 

Of all the agencies to-day employed in the work of the 
so-called Inner Mission, none is perhaps so indispensable, and 
certainly none more abundant in labors and results than the 
revived Female Diaconate. Re-established in a most hum- 
ble way, by the Rev. Theodore Fliedner, at Kaiserswerth,

The Diaconate, as already said, was established primarily 
as a ministry of mercy, and its chief function was to care for 
the poor and sick, the men deacons looking after the male 
portion of the congregation, and the women deacons after 
the female portion. But this care was to a certain extent 
spiritual as well as temporal. Poverty, sickness, and other 
afflictions were used as occasions to instruct and comfort the 
soul as well as to relieve the body. Hence the qualifications 
required for the office had more in view than mere bodily 
assistance, and were essentially the same both for men and 
women deacons. 

These qualifications are enumerated in Acts vi. 3, and 
1 ‘Tim. ii. 8-10. ‘The seven”? were to be men “of honest 
report,’”’ 2. ¢., men of approved character and spotless repu- 
tation, ** full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom,” having a large 


measure of Christian experience, and that -practical insight 


and good common sense which come from experience. Paul 
further says: ‘ Likewise must the deacons be grave, not 
double-tongued, not given to much wine, not greedy of filthy 
- lucre ; holding the mystery of the faith in a pure conscience,”’ 
and requires, ‘ Let these also [#. ¢., like the bishops or pres- 
_ byters| first be proved ; 
con, being found blameless.” 

‘ These are practically the requirements which every 
motherhouse to-day makes of those who would become dea- 
conesses, and none are consecrated until they have under- 
gone a long period of probation, and have in every way 
given evidence of their fitness. 

Though the New Testament does not specifically define 
the duties of the women deacons, we are not without infor- 
mation on the subject. The Apostolic Constitutions tell us 
that the official functions of the deaconesses were to instruct 
the female catechumens; to prepare women for baptism, 
which at that time was usually performed by immersion ; to 
anoint such candidates with the holy oil; to minister to the 
bodily and spiritual needs of those in prison and under per- 
secution ; to relieve the wants of the sick, the afflicted and 
bereaved—especially of their own sex; to be doorkeepers at 
the women’s entrances to the churches; to assign to the 
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women their places at worship ; and to facilitate communica- . 
tion between the bishop or presbyter and the female members 
of his congregation. 

It will be seen that the Female Diaconate of the early 
Church embraced a somewhat wider range of duties than we 
assign to it to-day. Some, indeed, are no longer necessary, 
while others are made more prominent. Thus we lay the 
chief stress upon the denevolent side of the work, as the care 
of the poor, the sick, the forsaken, the neglected, the fallen, 
etc. As another point of difference the fact may also be 
noted that the early Female Diaconate was a congregational 
office, whereas to-day its work is carried on by associated Sis- 
terhoods, specially trained for the service. — 


III. 


Let us now look more particularly at the work in its mod. 
ern aspects. The deaconess of to-day is one who of her 
own accord chooses the work of mercy as her life vocation, 
receives a special training for it, is likewise set apart to it by 
prayer and the imposition of hands, and is subject to the 
She is not, 
strictly speaking, an office-holder of the Church or particular 
congregation, as was the deaconess of the Early Church, but 
like the house of Stephanas (1 Cor. xvi. 15) she voluntarily 
addicts herself to the ministry of mercy. Nevertheless she is 
solemnly set apart to this ministry by the same authority 
whereby the minister of God lays his hand upon a candidate _ 
in confirmation; and, viewed from this standpoint, she be- 


longs to the helps and ministrations which Paul counts 


among the spiritual gifts of the Church. 

As the name implies, her work is / serve. Like Phebe, 
she is “‘a servant” to “succor many.” ‘To be a servant in 
this sense means 4 “ive for others,—for the poor, the sick, the 
necdy, the helpless, the fallen,—and in serving these /o serve 
the Lord. “Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done it unfo me.” It 
means to do all without thought of merit or hope of reward, 
but solely as the fruit of a living, childlike faith, and the 
thank-offering of a heart overflowing with gratitude to God 
for His marvelous grace. It means, finally, willingness to 
sacrifice and be sacrificed. To deny one’s self; to die unto 
the world; to overcome the old Adam; to be ready to go 
wherever duty calls, and to undertake any service, however 
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humble, unpleasant, or difficult; to have the same lowly, 
submissive, and obedient mind that was in Christ Jesus; and 
to seek, like the great Divine Pattern, in all things to do only 
the will of the Father in heaven and to glorify Him among 
men,—this is to have the spirit of a true servant,—to be a real 
deaconess. 

It is evident, then, what must be the wmofives with which 
one enters upon this work. If any one undertakes it merely 
to seek a home and provision for life, or in the hope of win- 
ning some honor and preferment, or for the sake of forget- 
ting some disappointment or trouble, or with the totally un- 
scriptural thought that there is any merit or righteousness in 
it before God, she will soon discover that she has made a 
grievous mistake, and that she lacks the very first qualifica- 
tion for a service so difficult and trying. 

The one question must be, ** Lord, what wilt Zou have 
me to do? Thou hast died for me; Thou hast by Thy holy 
‘and precious blood, and by Thy innocent sufferings and 
death, redeemed me, a lost and condemned creature, secured 
and delivered me from all sins, from death, and from the 
_power of the devil; what can I now do for Thee?” If 
after such questioning and such self-examination one can 
give up all, to serve the Lord in his afflicted and needy 


brethren in the world, and can do so with cheerfulness and — 


total self-consecration, then she has the right motive, but not 
otherwise. 

In addition to the right motive, one who aspires to be- 
come a deaconess must have an absolutely unblemished 
reputation, good physical health, a mind capable of develop- 
ment, a cheerful disposition that does not readily yield to 
discouragements, and a pleasant manner. She must be able 
to adapt herself to the associated life of the motherhouse, 
and be peaceable, unassuming, and willing to obey. She 
should not be under 18 nor over 40 years of age, should be 
acquainted with the chief contents of God’s Word, should 
have a fair degree of general knowledge, and some practical 
experience in household duties. 

Her application for admission must be accompanied by 
the written consent of her parents, or, if she be an orphan 
under age, by that of her guardians; also by a sealed testi- 
monial from her pastor as to her former blameless life, to- 
gether with a‘ sketch of her life, written by herself, a certifi- 
cate of baptism, and a sealed certificate of good health from 
her physician. 
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The training school and home of the Sisterhood is called 
the Motherhouse. Of this a Rector and a Directing Sister 
have the immediate management. The Rector is the pastor 
and spiritual father of the sisters. He conducts all the ser- 
vices, gives much of the theoretical instruction, ordains the 
sisters to the diaconate, transacts the most important outside» 
business, and prepares the literature published by the house. 
The Directing Sister is the house-mother and immediate 
superintendent of the sisters. She looks after the practical 
training of the sisters, assigns them their places, supervises and 


_ regulates their work, maintains order and discipline, and in gen- 
eral manages all the affairs of the household. For the special 


supervision and training of those who are spending their 
first year in the Motherhouse, the. Directing Sister is usually 
aided by a so-called “ Probemeisterin,” or Training Sister, 
who is appointed by the Directing Sister, and who must at 
all times be of one mind and spirit with her. The Rector and 
the Directing Sister decide upon all questions relating to the 
admission, induction, consecration, and dismissal of probation- 
ers and deaconesses, the stationing of sisters, the rules and 
regulations by which the house and Sisterhood are to be gov 
erned, and the undertaking or relinquishing of fields of labor. 

.The first year in the Motherhouse, after some weeks or . 
months of preliminary probation to test one’s motives and 
fitness for the work, is largely devoted to study, though the 


_ educational and disciplinary value of a fair measure of prac- 


tical work during this time is by no means overlooked. ‘The 
course of study includes the Holy Scriptures, the Doctrines, - 
History, and Cultus of the Church, and the History of the 
Female Diaconate and the exercise of mercy from apostolic 
times to the present day. Probationers who are deficient 
in the elementary branches also receive instruction in general 
history, geography, arithmetic, grammar, needlework, and gen- 
eral housework. Several hours a week are devoted to sing- | 
ing; and special attention is given to medical and surgical 
instruction, so that those who devote themselves more partic- 
ularly to the sick will also have the requisite Rnowledge and 
skill in this direction. 

At the conclusion of the course of study, usually at the 


end of the first year, she who has so far really been only a 
pupil, enters upon the second stage of her probation, some- 


times called the wovitiate. She is now invested with the 
special habit or dress of the institution; the specific theoreti- 
cal instruction as a rule ceases; during the years of develop- 
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ment that follow she is expected to study and investigate for 
herself; and, to awaken the largest measure of personal inter- 
est and make her self-reliant, she is often placed in positions 
of greater or less responsibility. If after several years she 
gives sufficient evidence that she is both outwardly and in- 
wardly well prepared, and if she has the conviction that in 
giving herself to this work she is following an inward Divine 
call, she is finally consecrated by prayer and the imposition 
of hands, and is henceforth a Deaconess. She is now re-

ceived into full membership with the Sisterhood of the i" 
Motherhouse, is assigned her field of labor, receives all her BE]: 


Tok 


+ instructions from the Motherhouse, and has all her wants 
supplied by the same, even though she should become inca- 
pacitated for work by reason of sickness or old age. The vow 
that she takes at her consecration is in reality nothing more 
nor less than the application of the baptismal covenant to 
this special vocation and its duties. 

From all that has been said concerning the nature, respon- 
sibilities, and duties of this calling, it is evident that from the 
day of one’s entrance the closest and most constant attention 
must be given to the inner spiritual life, both by herself and 
by those having the direction of the spiritual affairs of the 
Motherhouse. Hence great stress is laid upon the religious 
life of the institution, so that each one may, through Word 
and Sacrament, receive constant nourishment and strength. 
For this purpose, in addition to the uninterrupted study of 
God’s Word and the Catechism, and the hours for private med- 
itation and prayer, there is a daily Vesper Service, a service 
with sermon on the morning of every Lord’s Day, all the 
Church Seasons and Festivals are carefully observed, and the 
Holy Communion is frequently celebrated. Whilst the 
Chapel with its refreshing services is looked upon as the very 
heart of the Motherhouse, each member of the house also + 
receives the most faithful pastoral care in private, so as to 
enable her to meet discouragements, overcome difficulties 
and endure hardships, and that she may daily grow in grace 
and in the beauty of holiness, and thus become more like unto 
Him whom she serves.

‘The Female Diaconate has a field of. labor much wider 
than is generally supposed. The holy women who. minis- 
tered unto the Saviour; Lydia, Dorcas, Tryphena, Tryphosa 
and a host of others who ‘labored much in the Lord;” and 
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above all, the Lord Jesus Himself, “who came to minister 
and not to be ministered unto,” and who “ went about doing 
good”’ unto the bodies and souls of men, these are the 
blessed prototypes from which the deaconess of to-day learns 
that her ministry is a ministry of love and mercy as wide as 
the world, and that her field of labor lies wherever sin has 
left its tracks and human needs can be relieved. Hence her 
work is multiform. She has in our day become especially 
prominent in the care of the sick, for the reason that woman’s 
peculiar gifts, when properly directed, make her a most capa- > 
ble nurse. To this department of deaconess work may be 
reckoned the nursing of the sick in hospitals and infirmaries, 
and the care of the inmates of homes for the aged, insane 
asylums, institutions for the blind, the deaf, the feeble- 
minded, etc. 

Another group of desconees labors may be spoken of as 
being chiefly educational, as e. g., the work in day-nurseries, 
in schools for neglected children, in girls’ high vere: in 
training-schools for servants, etc. 

A third group, combining in a measure the nursing and ed- 
ucational features, comprises the work done by deaconesses 
in connection with the fallen, or those whose moral, mental 
and even physical well-being is endangered by their sur- 
roundings. Such service is rendered in reformatories, Mag- 
dalen asylums, prisons, servants’ lodging-houses, hospices, etc. 

All the work so far specified is done in é#sfifutions. An- 
other field of labor, more comprehensive and far-reaching, is 
the parish. This, indeed, is the very crown of the deacon 
ess work. It is in this field that all the capabilities of a Sis- 
ter are called into most active play, and that in connection 
with and under the direction of the pastoral office she has 
the most abundant opportunities for the exercise of the min- 
istry of love and mercy. It will be a blessed day for Chris- 
tian congregations, and will help to solve many problems 
that now vex them, when the Female Diaconate is again 
incorporated into the congregational life and activity! Here, 
as perhaps nowhere else, will its work tell in a :thousand 
directions, and even the unbelieving be made to see that 


| Christianity is vastly more than a system of abstract doc- 


trines ! 

Here then, there is a form of Christian activity, so Christ- 
like, so eminently in harmony with His teachings, and yield-— 
ing such blessed results the world over, that it should not fail 
to awaken our liveliest interest. Especially should it appeal 
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to devout women, who, without a vocation in life, are per- 
haps wondering how they can best glorify their Master. The 
Female Diaconate affords a most inviting opportunity. With 
all its inevitable toils and self-denials, it is yet a calling in 
which those who enter upon it with the right spirit are made 
to realize again and again how sweet such labor is when done 
for Jesus’ sake and solely to the glory of God! Ask one who 
has given her life to this service whether she regrets having 
done so; on the contrary, if her heart is in the work, she will 
only devoutly thank God that she is accounted worthy to 
be His instrument of good to others! From the beginning 
the words which Loéhe puts into the mouth of a true deacon- 
ess have been the sentiment of her heart: ‘“ What is it my 
purpose to do? I will serve. Whom will I serve? The 
Lord Jesus in the persons of His suffering and needy breth- 
ren. What is my reward? I serve neither for reward nor 
thanks, but out of a grateful and loving heart. My reward 
is that I may. And if I perish? ‘If I perish, I perish,’ 
said Esther, who knew not Him for Whom I would perish, 
but Who will not let me perish. And if I grow old in the 
service? Then my heart shall still flourish like the palm- 
tree; and the Lord will satisfy me with grace and mercy. I 
go forth i in peace and fear not.” 

And what can the Church at large and pastors in particu- 
lar do to encourage this blessed work? Let Paul give the 
answer. When he made the deaconess Phebe the bearer of 
the Epistle to the Christians at Rome, he charged them #

places by our Lutheran Church in America, the cause shou 

receive the same generous welcome and support that is 
accorded the various other forms of Christian activity in 
which the Church is engaged. Above all, should our pas- 
tors have an intelligent understanding of the nature, history 
and aim of the Female Diaconate, so that they can awaken 


an interest in the cause among their people, direct the— 


thought of devout young women to the matter, and be able 
to give information on the subject when asked. 
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The Institution of Protestant Deaconesses was introduced 
into America forty-five years ago, by the Rev. W. A. Passa- 
vant, D.D. Having studied its practical working and seen 
its beneficent operations in various hospitals and asylums in 
Europe; and having obtained the consent of Fliedner to send 
over several Kaiserswerth Sisters, he purchased a property in 
the city of Pittsburgh, Pa., for the purpose of establishing a 
Hospital and Deaconess Motherhouse. In the summer of 
1849, Fliedner himself brought four Sisters to Pittsburgh, and 
on the 17th of July, the building that was to be used as a 
Hospital and Motherhouse was solemnly consecrated to the 
‘service of Almighty God, Pastor Fliedner delivering the chief 
address on the occasion. Of this first colony of Sisters trans- 
planted to American soil, the Directing Sister is still living in 


the Infirmary at Pittsburgh, though no wenger in active 
service. 

For various reasons, the hopes entertained concefping this _ 
first American Motherhouse were never fully realiz Only 


one probationer was subsequently consecrated, and thus mat- 
ters remained until three probationers, two of whom had re- 
ceived much of their training in Europe, were consecrated at 
Milwaukee in 1891, and the Motherhouse in connection with 
the Milwaukee Hospital, which was likewise founded by Dr. . 
Passavant, became an accomplished fact. Since then the 
work, which is in reality but a continuation of the efforts be- 
gun at Pittsburgh, has made most encouraging progress. 

A second colony of German Sisters was brought to America 
in 1884, to take charge of the German Hospital in Philadel- 
phia. Several years later, through the munificent liberality 
of Mr. john D. Lankanau, the magnificent Mary J. Drexel 
Home and Philadelphia Motherhouse of Deaconesses was 
erected. The Sisterhood in connection with this Mother- 
house, including probationers, now numbers 42, engaged in 
10 fields of labor. 

The Swedish Emanuel Deaconess Home at Omaha, Neb., 
was established through the efforts of the Rev. E. A. Fogel- 
stroem. The first Sister was consecrated in April, 1891. By 
September, 1893, this Motherhouse reported 5 deaconesses, 6 
assistant Sisters, 3 probationers, and 1 aspirant. 
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For some years the Norwegians have likewise been active 
in Deaconess work. In addition to a Hospital and Deaconess 
Home in Brooklyn, they have established a Motherhouse in 
Minneapolis, which now numbers 7 consecrated sisters and 
19 probationers, who are at work on four different stations, _ 


All these Motherhouses are strictly Lutheran in faith and: 


practice. 


With an extract from an appeal written by Dr. Passavant, 
and published in Zhe Missionary, December, 1850, we close 
this sketch: 

‘‘ We look to a restoration of the office of Deaconess in 
the Church, as the most efficient instrumentality to relieve the 
sufferings of the sick, to educate the orphan and the ignorant, 
to reclaim the fallen, and restore the insane to their right 
mind. And we call upon the friends of pure Christianity to 
aid by their prayers, their influence, and their means, in 
making the Church of the Redeemer the great benefactor, 
comforter and sympathizing friend of all the sons and daugh- 
ters of affliction. | 

“And will not Christian females respond tothis call? They 
seem to be providentially fitted for such a service. Their 
hearts can feel most tenderly for the afflicted, and their hands 
can most gently wipe away their tears. Here is a field of 
usefulness, in which -thé peculiar gifts and graces of the female 
character can develop themselves to the temporal and eternal 
good of those who most need their sympathy andcare. And 
how honorable, how dignified, such an employment! How 
infinitely superior to the ordinary life of most unmarried 
Christian women! Christian woman! have you done what 
you could to Jesus in the person of His afflicted disciples ? 
Ponder this question earnestly and with prayer. Perhaps 
He has called you to the high and sacred service of which 
we have been speaking—that of ‘Deaconess’ in His own 

Church. If so, we invite you to enter it without delay. It 
“may be difficult, but ‘ His grace will make it lhght.’ In the 
name of Christ we reach to you the hand of welcome. We 
offer you a home of affection. We point you to a sphere of 
labor and bid you enter and endure hardness as a faithful 
servant tof the Lord. ty
